A very perceptible earthquake shock 
was felt in Harrisburg Pa., and surround- 
ing towns, Friday morning. Houzes were 
shaken but no damage was done. 

Governor-elect McKinley of Ohio who 
has been suilering with the grip, continues 
toimprove. His condition is not consid- 
ered serious. 

Reports from reliable sources in every 
State of the Mexican Republic are to the 
effect that the rumors of great distress 
caused by famine and of rioting by impov- 
erished people are untrue, 

Horatio Graut merchant of Canterbury, 
N. B., displays a bear skin, one of the larg- 
est known in that province, being over 
seven feet in length. The bear was shot in 
the dooryard of a farm house. 

Several cases of diseases of a pulmonary 
nature in cattle have been reported to the 
Fall River, Mass., board of health, and the 
State Cattle Commissioners have been noti- 
fied.

‘The prosecution in the Dr. Graves case 
for the murder of Mrs. Barnaby, has rested 
its case, after proving that the writing on 
the fatal bottle was in the handwriting of 
Dr. Graves. The defence will now be en- 
tered upon. 

Henry C. Gibson of Philadelphia, Pa., 
the noted art patron and philanthropist, 
whose fortune rea'ized in the manufacture 
of whiskey is estimated at least $20,000,- 
000, died on Sunday, of disease resulting 
from the grippe. 

Thursday nigbt Dr. Thomas A. Gordon, 
one of the leading physicians of St. Louis, 
Mo., shot and fatally wouuded John F. 
Stegge a merchant. Dr. Gordon declares 
that Stegge assaulted him and he acted in 
self defence. 

‘The Somerville Mass., Sons of Maine Club 
held its annua! meeting and banquet in the 
Union Hall building Thursday evening. 
‘The total membership of the club was re- 
ported to be 125, and two new members 
were elected. ‘here was talk of including 
in the club the daughters of Maine, which 
will be decided at a future meeting. 

c. W. Burke, a brick manufacturer of 
Epping, N. H., has sued the Manchester 
(N. H.), Union for $5000 for malicious libel. 
Burke received & box filled with salt, by 
express from New York, instead of jewelry, 
for which he paid $532 ‘The Union inti- 
mated that he might be the agent of deal- 
ers in “green goods.” 

Jihn © Wheeler ,the keeper of the hotel 
at Rindge Center, N. H., was murdered 
about 5 o'clock Wednesday nigbt, in front 
of his hotel, by John Burnell, or Branell, 
a Frenchman belonging in Fitzwilliam 
‘The Frenchman asked for liquor, but was 
refused. Burnell became terribly enraged, 
and seizing a whiflletree, dealt Wheeler a 
savage blow over the head, killing him in- 
stantly. 

The other night a United States mail 
wagon filled with registered ard other mat- 
ter, was stopped by five men in Chicago, 
and robbed of its contents ‘The robbery 
took place on Mather street, and was done 
so quickly, that before the affair was re- 
ported to the police the robbers had half ap 
hour’s start. The robbers sccured io the 
neighborhood of $6,000 in currency and 
about $200,000 in non negotiable paper sent 
by the Drovers’ and Stock Yards’ National 
Banks to their correspondents. 

A storm having all the elements of a sum- 
mer hurricane, struck Marshalltown, Ifa., 
‘Tuesday night, causing much damage. The 
house of Andrew Oleson in the southwest 
part of the city was blown down and 
burned. Oleson was caught in the wreck 
and so badly crushed that he will die. 
Many barns and outbuildings were demol- 
ished and trees uprooted. ‘The farm house 
of Thomas Hughes, six miles southwest of 
the town, was lifted up bodily and carried 
a hundred feet. ‘The occupants escaped in- 
jury. ‘The wind was accompanied by vio- 
lent thunder, lightning and hail. 

The Drexe! Institute of Art, Science and 
Industry at Philadelphia, Pa., built and 
endowed by Anthony J. Drexel, bead of 
the great banking firm of Drexel & Co., 
and having for its object “the extension 





and improvement of industrial education 
as a means of opening better and wider 
avenues of employment to young men and 
women,” was dedicated Thuraday. The 
building cost $600,000, and Mr. D-exel bas 
vlso endowed it with a million dollars. 
Nearly every man in Philadelphia who has 


gained eminence or wealth in the arts and 
professions and the business world was pre- 
sent. 

Daniel Hand died Thursday at Guilford, 
Conn., his birthplace, in his 90th year. In 
October, 1888. he astonished the country by 
his princely gift of $1,000,894 25 in interest- 
bearing securities of the American Mission- 
ary Association, the money to be he'd in 
trust as the Daniel Hand fund for the edu- 
cation of colored people in the Southern 


States. Another of his gifts for public use 
is the academy in the town of Madison, Ct. 
In his will large sums are left to relatives. 
The residue of bis estate, valued at over 


$500,000, will be given to the Hand educa- 


tional fund. Mr. Hand's wife and children 
died many years ago. Mr. Hand's career 
wasa very remarkable one. In 1818 he 
went to Savannah and engaged in business, 
becoming one of the wealthiest merchants 
of the plsce. During the war the confed- 


erates seiz-d his property in Georgia, but 
the courts interfered and saved it, and five 
years ago a business associate named Wil-

Merrill, colt, pacer 25544 (1890), by Nel- 
son 2.19, dam by Watchmaker (we are not 
sure it is a record); Lou Seer 2 564 (1891), 
by the Seer 2.193{, dam by Messenger 
Wilkes 2 23; Nicholas 2.49 (1891), by Vic- 
tor Patchen, dam by Silver Bay; and Gren- 
adier 2.48144 (1891), by Messenger Wilkes, 
dam by Kedwood.

early life he went to Missouri, and after at- 
the Missouri State University, from which | 
he graduated in July, 1860, and was soon 
after admitted to the bar. In 1863 he went 
to new Mexico and in the following year 
was chosen to the Territorial Legislature. 
He was elected in the 43d Congress as a 
‘Territorial delegate and was re-elected to 
the 44th Congress. He had before his 
election to Congress been chosen to the 
position of District Attorney and Attorney 
General of the Territory and was also ap- 
pointed United States District Attorney. 
In 1875 he became interested in the West 
Virginia system of railroad and has lived 
there and in New York. He was a mem- 
ber of the National Republican Committee 
from 1872 to 1884. He took an active part 
inthe convention of 1884 that nominated 
James G. Blaine for the Presidency and 
earnestly supported him. He is deeply 
interested in very rich and productive mines 
in Colorado, New Mexico and West Vir- 
ginia.

—Warm weather and farmers plowing in 

Aroostook during the second week of De- 
cember are unusual occurrences. But it 
occurred this year. 
—The Limestone Starch Company have 
started up their mill. They are paying 60 
cents per barrel, and are prepared to run 
during the coldest weather. ‘The prospect 
now is that the mill will be run for some 
time. 

—Geo. H. Pishon of Skowhegan shipped 
forty-four cars, or over 500 tons, of hay 
during the month of November, all of 
which was purchased in that vicinity of 
the farmers, and pressed by Mr. Pishon’s 
men and presses.

—T. H. Pbair is running his starch fac- 
tory in Presque Isle village, having re- 
opened it after having once shut down.

He has also opened his 
factory in Perham, 7000 barrels having been 
pledged, if he would open.

Prices have ruled higher for eggs 
than for many yearg, and those who have 
kept their hens busy have realized a hand- 
some profit. hout central Maine 
the price realized by farmers will average 
close to twenty-two cents adozen. Aliow- 
ing three and a half dozen to pay the cost 
of keeping, less than one a week, it is easy 
to figure what the hevs ought todo. If 
they do not do it, who shall be blamed? 
Surely not the poor hens, which already 
have too much piled upon them.

In a recent report of the Board of Trade 
of Philadelphia, it was shown that the 
daily supply of that city was 510 calves, 
1410 sheep, 1510 hogs, steers not given. 
Estimatiug the value of eacb calf, hog and 
sheep at $10 as the average, shows a value 
of $34 300. The eggs used daily amount to 
about 500,000, which, at only one cent each, 
amounts to $5,008. About 7,500 barrels of 
poultry are also used. During one year 
15,000 000 dozen eggs were used, which, at 
124 cents per dozen (a low estimate) 
amvuunts to nearly $2,000,000. If Philade!- 
phia, which contains only one-sixtieth of 
the population of the United States, con- 
sumes eggs to the value of $2,000,000 year- 
ly, it is safe to claim that the ‘yearly 
product of eggs in this country has a value 
of somewhere about $1,000,000,000, while 
the value of poultry (geese, turkeys, ducks, 
fow!s and broilers) smvcuots to a sum fully

Loss OF LIFE ON RAILWAYs. The report 
of the statistician of the Inter State Com- 
merce Comui-sion, brings out c’early the 
unoecessary sacrifice of life on the railroads 
of this country by the failure to make use 
of improved methods of coupling cars. 
Last year in coupling and uncoupling cars 
there were 8,210 accidents, of which 369 
proved fatal. Nodoubt 90 per cent. of 
these were caused by the use of the antiq- 
uated link and pin couplers, because they 
are cheap. 

The matter was regarded of so much im- 


enforce a change it ought to do so. The 
first-class railway lines have nearly all 
adopted new couplers, but in the inter- 
change of cars they to use those of roads 
which still adhere to the cheapest coupler, 
regardless of the sacrifice of human life. 

The statistics show that the greatest 
loss of life takes place on the Southern 
roads, which have the poorest equipment. 
One trainman is killed annually in that sec- 
tion for every 65 employed, while in the 
North the loss is one for every 107 employ- 
ed. There is a still greater difference in 
favor of the Northern lines in the percent- 
age of passengers killed. This makes it

ment and a neglect of proper care for the 
safety of emploves and passengers. 

Last year 6320 persons were killed on 
the railroads, as far as is known and 29,034 
injured. These are startling figures. If 
Congress can legislate to reduce this 
enormous sacrifice of human life it ought 
to do so. At the same time passengers 
dv not need to worry much when they 
travel on well conducted lines. In the 
Eastern and Middle States only one pass 
enger was killed out of every 2,519.85, 
earried. A passenger riding continucusiy 
the statistician says, might expect im- 
munity from death by railroad accident 
for 1,700 years, but atrain employe, un- 
der the same conditions, is liable to fatal 
accident at the expiration of forty years. 
If the antiquated couplers were abolishei 
this large percentage of deaths among em- 
ployes would be greatly reduced. Legi:- 
ation by Congress, so far as interstate 
railways are concerned, could bring about 
agreatchange. Itisa proper subject for 
the attent'on of that body.

Bulletin No. 20, of the Wisconsin Station 
is devoted to creaming experiments. As i 
usual with all of Dr. Babcock’s work, th 


experiments are wisely planned and fairl; 
and honestly conducted, to find out jus 
what are the facts. The chief object o 
these experiments ‘‘was to compare th 
efliciency of the deep setting and centrif 
ugal methods with diflerent wilk. Ine! 
dentally the eflect of delay in setting, th 
use of ice, and some other questions hav 
been studied.” ‘The conclusions announce 
are: 

1. In skimming by the Cooley system 
the syphon should be set so as to leave a 
least one inch of skim milk with the cream 

2. The cfliciency of creaming by dee 
setting is greatly influenced by the charac 
ter of the herd, the wilk from some herd: 
creaming very close, while that from othe 
herds, under the same conditions, cream 
poorly. This diflerence may amount to a 
much as one pound of butter per 100 pound 
of milk. 


3. Delay in setting may cause a consider 


able loss with the milk from some herds 
and scarcely any with that of others. Te 
avoid the possibility of such loss, it ft 
recommended that the milk be set as soor 


as possible after milking 
4 Deep setting without ice under the 


most favorable conditions results in con- 
siderable loss, and where the water used 
is not lower than 50° F., the loss is exces 
sive, reaching in some cases as much as 25 


per cent. of the total fat in the milk. 

5. The centrifugal system of separating 
cream overcomes all of these difficulties, 
Ziving an eflicient creaming with milk 
from all sourecs, either direct] y after milk- 
ing, Or after standing several hours.

It in- 
volved largely increased expense in pick- 
ing, bandiing, caring for, and marketing. 
There is no question but new varieties of 
merit will constantly be evolved by special- 
ists, but they are the men to perfect and 
prove their adaptability to soil, climate and 
market.
